There probably never have been in 
the history of the Stock Exchange 
two consecutive days in which so 
many accounts went overboard. 
Thousands of persons with compara- 
tively small sums, ranging from 
$1,000 to $10,000,-have been entirely 
wiped out, for all of them were hold- 
ing stocks, hoping against hope that 
the market would recover to their 
buying price.

& Co., Inc., of 37 Wall Street. 

Deputy Assistant Attorney General 
William H. Milholland of the Bureau 
of Securities, 74 Trinity Place, as- 
serted in. an affidavit that the de- 
{fendants had offered 100,000 shares 
of Schickerling Radio Tube Corpora- 
tion for public subscription and had 
received subscriptions for 50,000 
shares. Meanwhile, he alleged, the 
| defendants had manipulated the 
| price up to $22 a share and had pur- 
|chased 25,000 shares from #ubscrib- 
lers at prices ranging from $11 to 
| $15, and then allotted for issue only 
| 10,000 shares. 
| By refusing to issue all the. stock

The coun-| 
cil officially endorsed the biil to pro- | 
vide the waterway, introduced by |

Roosevelt and Attorney General 
Ward clashed today over the attempt 
to have State troopers act as detec- 
tives in obtaining information con- 
cerning grand jurors in the West- 
chester land inquiry which is being | 
conducted by the Attorney General | 
under direction of the Governor. 

Mr. Roosevelt declared that to 
‘allow members of the State police 
to act as detectives in spying on 
the personal lives, habits and connec- 
tions 
called to act as grand jurors is not 
orly contrary to the purposes for 
which the State police were formed, 
but is also contrary to sound public 
policy.” 

Mr. Ward, after reading a state- 
ment from the Governor said: ‘‘It is 
entirely within the Governor’s power 
to withhold from the prosecution the 
assistance of the constabulary.’’ He 
pointed out that what Thomas 
Penney Jr., First Deputy Attorney 
General, did was at his express direc- 
tion. Mr. Ward’: statement follows: 

“There has been published com- 
plaint that the Westchester County 
jurors were drawn on the recom- 
mendation of the county Supervisors. 
This suggested that a careful inquiry 
should be made as to their disinter- 
estedness. Ordinarily such inquiries 
are made in all important criminal 
matters through the Sheriff's office. 
The inquiry merely relates to the 
character and standing in the com- 
munity of the proposed juror and 
any connection that he may have 
with any possible defendant. 

“Such information Is necessary in 
order that the prosecuting officer 
may be advised as to whom to chal- 
lenge. 
the Republican District Attorney of 
the county, I assumed that it would 


be more satisfactory to him to have | 


the inquiry in reference to the jurors 
made by the State constabulary in- 
stead of by the Republican Sheriff 
and his deputies. Any other inquiry 
must necessarily be by private per- 


sons. It is entirely within the Gov- 
ernor’s power to withhold from the 
prosecution the assistance of the 
constabulary.”

of the State, and further to enforce 
in these districts the State’s motor 
vehicle law. I concur with the opin-

Here in the mountains at 
6,700 feet elevation it is moderately 
hot at midday and almost freezing | 
at night. | 

“Then, too, I expected to see lots | 
of deadly snakes and venomous in- | 
sects, but although I have searched | 
constantly in the bush and jungle for 
snekes, I have not seen one, while | 
insects are relatively few and largely | 
innocuous. Probably this paucity of | 
life is largely due to the constant 
burning of grass and bush by the na- 
tives in order to gain grazing space 
for their cattle. Goats and cattle are 
devastating Africa as they are Aus- 
tralia, 

‘‘We are fortunate in being camped 
in a paradise of lush green fields 
sprinkled with brilliant trees and 
flowers. The natives furnish us with 
a continuous performance. We see 
them everywhere in their settle- 
ments, and at present we are sur- | 
rounded by forty porters and four | 
‘personnel’ boys. Every one of them |

Professor Poor said. 


Credits Concept to Newton. 


He said the possibility of such light 
bending was first suggested by New- 
ton, whose concepts of time, space 
and matter are supplanted in the 
view of the relativists, and that Ein- 
scein simply ‘‘revived it.’’ As a. pre- 
diction, he said, it did not involve 
any phase of relativity, but served 
principally to ‘‘decorate’’ the EHin- 
stein theory. 

Taking the results of the British | 
and the Lick Observatory eclipse ex- 
peditions, Professor Poor noted that 
they showed not only a displacement 
of star positions away from the sun 
in a radial direction, as predicted by | 
Einstein, but also a diaplacement | 
equally important in a tangential di- | 
rection which Einstein had neglected | 
to predict at all. | 

Although these tangentia: displace-! 
ments were found to be as important | 
numerically as the radial displace- | 
ments for which the experimenters | 
were looking, Professor Poor re- | 
marked, they rejected the one kind ' 
of displacement as error and kept 
the other kind as verification. The 
observed results were ‘‘selected and! 
sealed’’ by the Hinstein experi-| 
menters, he asserted. Then for half! 
ar hour he displayed an assortment | 
of ‘‘selections’’ of his own. from the 
same data, whereby he undertook to 
prove anything he desired. 

Professor Poor concluded -his re- 
view of starlight bending during; 
eclipses of the sun by saying it could 
be explained, with less violence to 
probability, as an ordinary refraction | 
of light instead of a phenomenon of | 
the relative aspect of matter and. 
energy.

|ers and ‘more justice in fitting dis- 
|charged prisoners to some after job.

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Shortage of Bankers’ Bills 
Expected to Lift Bond Prices 


Hope of stimulation of the bond 
market was seen yesterday in a 
banker’s suggestion that the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank would be 
forced soon to purchase govern- 
ment securities instead of bank- 
ers’ acceptances. 

Heavy demand for bankers’ bills 
on the part of investors, together 
with the Federal Reserve Bank's 
purchases, has so far cut down 
the supply of this form of invest- 
ment as to cause three successive 
price advances this week.
